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Volunteer: - help» 


locate honnes 


for needy ‘pets

Of the West End cities, only 
Upland maintains its own animal 
control service, and a pair of 
volunteers are finding homes. for 
pets that might otherwise 
be destroyed. 

Carol Albers and Joy Harvey, both 
of Upland, recalled that when they 
first became involved with the city’s 
animal control eight. months ago 
they knew very little about the 
service. 

Finding the proper 
accommodation for a stray pet 
helped spur their involvement. 

Referring to the building on 
Campus Avenue between 14th and 
‘15th streets, Albers said, ‘“People do 
not know it’s there.” 

Many residents have the 
misimpression that.stray dogs and 
cats brought in by animal control 
officers are sent on to the Humane 
Society of the Chaffey 
Community Inc., which serves. the 
rest of the West End out-of Ontario, 
the volunteers said. 

Walt Coursey, one of Upland’s two 
animal control officers, agreed, and 
credited ads placed by Albers and 

‘Harvey with leading to many of. the 
calls concerning pet adoptions. 

While the volunteers generally 
praised the work of the animal 
control officers, they would like to 
see some changes made. Albers 
called the animals ‘‘well-treated.”’ 

However, she added, ‘‘I think the 
area has outgrown the facility.” 

Among their suggestions were 
expanded facilities for holding more 
pets for a long period, a desk and 
phone for a city employee or 
volunteer to set up adoptions and 
possibly an area for outside runs. 

City officials note that requests 
for expanding the animal control 


service crop up periodically, but so - 


far are satisfied with existing 
facilities. 

Police Chief Coy Estes, whose 
department includes animal control, 
called the current operation ‘‘very 
adequate.” 

He said the service is reviewed 
each year during budget 
preparations, adding that when the 
need for a larger facility arises he 
would make a recommendation to 
the city council. 

Mayor George Gibson, who met 
recently with Albers, Estes and 
Capt. Gary Hart, said Upland 
someday will need a larger facility, 
but not yet. 

He said the current shelter is 
almost at capacity. However, 
Gibson noted the city has other 
pressing priorities, such as 


additi(jonal storm drains and 
renovatjion of the 40-year-old police 
building or a new structure. 

The sihelter is clean and contains 
18 cages;, including six for cats and 
two for litters of puppies. The 
building is kept locked while no 
animal ¢:ontrol officer is there, but a 
phone o#1 the outside wall provides a 
direct: line with the police 
departmient for summoning the 
officers during weekdays. 

Albers) and Harvey suggested a 
volunteer or employee at the site 
could free the animal control 
officers’ for more time in the field 
and less on paperwork and also free 
the polic e dispatcher from acting as 
a go-bet ween. 

However, both the volunteers and 
Estes ag reed there is no room in the 
current | shelter for a desk. If there 
were room, the constant barking 
would in terfere with any work. 

Estes! said city policy is to keep 
stray pel ‘s at least four days, giving 
the owners the chance to claim 
them. He: added that the department 
tries to hold onto the animals 
longer, usually an average 
minimuzn of five or six days. for 
possible; adoptions. 

Availal ble space helps govern how 
long an: animal is kept. The filled 
cages ha ve led to some frustration 
for the volunteers in the past. 

Harvet ; said, ““‘We understand why 
— there’ s no room. But we ran ads 
for the d ogs and they’re gone.”

County studies tighter controls 


Supervisor Cal McElwain has 
referred a request from the city of 
Upland for tighter controls on adult 
businesses in unincorporated areas 
to the county planning commission 
for study. 

Upland’s request — in an August 
letter signed by Mayor George 
Gibson — was prompted by the 
opening of an adult book store on 
North Central Avenue, about a half 


Council 
reaffirms 
Street plan 


Spurred into session by a 
technicality, the Upland 
City Council met briefly 
Thursday afternoon to 
declare its intent once again 
to abandon a short stretch 
of Mulberry Avenue. 

The council set a public 
hearing on the street 
vacation Nov. 19. 

The council originally 
approved vacating 
Mulberry south of Foothill 


mile west and a block south ot city 
limits. 

The unincorporated area is 
located within Upland’s pphere of 
influence. 

Upland has an ordinance requiring 
a conditional-use permit, and 
consequently public hearings, for 
any business limiting patronage and 
employment to persons 18 years or 
older. 

As McElwain mentioned in his 
letter earlier this month to Gibson, 
the ‘‘county currently has no 
specific land-use regulations 
governing these types of business 
establishments.” 

He added, ‘“‘I share your concern 
that land-use regulations need to be 
responsive to the local community.” 

McElwain, whose district 
includes Upland, noted specific or 
community plans giving priority to 
city standards over development in 
spheres of influence areas are being 
prepared. 

A revised general plan, also giving 
cities a say over development in 


these areas, was adopted by the 
county in June, too late to lead to 
any new kind of city-county 
cooperation over the incoming adult 
book store. 

Asked this morning if he believed 
the new format precludes 
recurrence of an adult business 
coming into an area without the 
review Upland seeks, McElwain 
said. ‘‘That’s what I understand.” 

He added that the county planning 
commission intends to contact 
property owners in the area west of 
Upland to see if there is sentiment 
behind annexation to the city. 

The county is also considering 
some type of business permits, 
which are commonly issued by 
cities but seldom required by the 
county. 

He said the permits could reduce 
problems, noting the county has 
received complaints about peddlers. 
McElwain said he was uncertain 
whether the permits would include 
special requirements for adult-only 
businesses.

Upland city manager, clerk pay 


The Upland City Council 
has approved salary 
increases effective Nov. 1 
for the city manager and 
city clerk and new job titles 
for _ two other 
administrative employees. 

Under resolutions 
adopted Oct. 15, City 
Manager Lee Travers, the 
city’s highest ranking 
administrator, will receive 
a 6.5 percent increase to a 
monthly salary of $3,300, or 
$39,600 annually. 

He currently. makes 
$3,098 a month. 

City Clerk Dee Carpenter, 
the city’s only full-time 
elected official, will receive 
a 12.5 percent increase to a 
monthly salary of $1,625, or 


$19,500 annually. 

She currently makes 
$1,444 a month. 

Earlier, other’ city 


employees received a 5 
percent increase effective 
March 1 and then a 7:5 


percent increase 4 ffective 
retroactively to May 1 when 
this year’s budgt >t was 
adopted. 

Travers and Ca -penter 
had received the 5 | percent 
increase, but not ; the 7.5 
percent raise. \ 

The council cotisiders 
their salary adjus tments 
separate from othe xr city 
employees. 

Mayor George | Sibson 
said surveys of sald iries in 
other cities placy 2d the 
wages of the two city 
officials at or near the 
bottom of the lists i or their 
positions. 

The surveys wn red the 
city manager’s sa} ary as 
the lowest of ‘nime area 
cities, and the city; clerk’s 
salary as the fourth lowest 
of 17 Southland citie s.

The city will pay an 
added $60 an hour for ‘‘on- 
site’ consultations.

MSAC ok’s employee contract 


Trustees last week ratified the two-year contract 
agreement between the Mt. San Antonio College District 
and the MSAC Faculty Association, and accepted for 
study the initial proposal of Chapter 651 of the California 
Schools Employees Association (CSEA). 

An approximate 7 percent salary increase for all 
members of the faculty unit was approved retroactive to 
July 1. A memorandum of agreement on health and 
welfare benefits, including an annual health insurance 
premium payments of $1,583.80 for 1979-80 for each 
employee, was signed in September and included as part 
of the total contract. The contract will run to June 30, 


1981, 


Re-openers on wages and fringe benefits were included 
in the contract, to be negotiated in 1980-81 fiscal year. 

Provisions included in the CSEA-651 proposal include a 
15 percent salary increase and upward adjustment of all 
classified positions in the bargaining unit equivalent to 
eight ranges, an addition of two paid vacation days at the 
end of five, 10, 15, and 20 years of service, and 13 paid 


holidays.

“Dear Mr. Mandino: 

“Tt is late on a cool spring 
night, the house is quiet, 
and my son is dying. He is 
just 11. Medulla 
blastoma, brain cancer, is 
making him just a little 
more tired today than he 
was yesterday. He knows he 
will die, but he doesn’t know 
it will be in a few months 

“You have written a 
beautiful, sensitive, 
mystical, fragile, delicate, 
glowing, inspiring, loving, 
hurting, healing message to 
carry us through separation 
and dying. 

“May I have permission 
to copy parts of your book to 
hand to those who will come 
to our son’s funeral? We 
will read parts of it at the 
Mass.”’ 

Og Mandino receives 
letters like that every day 

He also is confronted by 
vivacious young women 
who want to touch his 
sleeve and paralytic grand- 
mothers who swear that 
they put copies of his books 
under their pillows before 
they go to sleep. 

“Tt happens in such a way 
that you can never get a big 
head over it,’’ says Man- 
dino, 55, the author of four 
best - selling self - help 
books, including ‘‘The 
Greatest Salesman in the 
World.” 

“It just doesn’t work that 
way. You can get that way 
if somebody tells you what 
a fine book you’ve written. 
But when they come at you 
from where they’re coming 
at me, there’s no way the 
ego’s going to blow. If 
anything, it gets smaller. 
You get very damn 
humble.’’ 

A former alcoholic who 
pulled himself out of the 
gutter to inspire others by 
his example, the gray - 
haired, lion - maned Man- 
dino’s latest book, “The 
Gift of Acabar,”’ was co- 
authored with lyricist Bud- 
dy Kaye. 

“In all of my books,’’ he 
says, ‘‘I try to define 
success as being happy. 
Success is doing whatever 
you're doing to the best of 
your ability. I don’t care if 
it’s collecting garbage or 
flying a jet. It doesn’t 
matter what you're doing, 
so long as you consider 
youself a success and you 
are happy. 

“We always tend to 
equate success with money. 


But there’s nothing on 
record that ever said that 
once Howard Hughes had 
Million No. 1, he got 100 per- 
cent happier when he got 
Million No. 2. It just doesn’t 
work that way 

“The greatest secret of 
success — and if only people 
realized it — is that you 
only have to be a little, tiny 
bit better than the herd — 
not a lot better — and 
you’re a big success.” 

Mandino’s own secret is 
simply that he interprets 
the Scriptures in an enter- 
taining, spellbinding way. 
He embodies this wisdom in 
fictional stories. “‘A good 
friend told me I have reviv- 
ed the parable,” he says 

The basic message 
reverberating in his books 
is that by the grace of God, 
human beings are able to 
“resurrect” their con- 
sciousness from the dead. 
To Mandino, the ‘‘dead”’ are 
those disheartened 
members of the herd who 
have given up trying to ac- 


complish anything 
worthwhile. ‘‘They are the 
walking dead,’’ he says, 


“who die at 28 and are 
buried at 72.” 

In Mandino’s first book, a 
“traveler from the East’’ 
passes on 10 leatherbound 
scrolls containing the 
secrets, as Mandino puts it, 
of perfect salesmanship. 
Ultimate recipient of the 
scrolls is a lowly camel boy 
named Hafid, who rises 
with their help to become 
the Mideast’s wealthiest 
(and wisest) merchant - 
prince. That book has sold 
four million copies in 14 
languages, and Braille. 

In ‘‘Acabar,’’ a crippled 
Laplander boy named Tulo 
captures in the strings of 
his kite a very special kind 
of stat which illuminates 
his mind as well as his path. 

Among other things, the 
star Acabar reveals to Tulo 
four inspiring Credenda 
(‘Articles of Faith”) which 
transmit the Mandino 
message. 

His other books include 
“The Greatest Secret in the 
World”’ and ‘‘The Greatest 
Miracle in the World.”’ 

Mandino’s own life story 
is a kind of miracle itself. 

He was born just outside 
Boston in Natick, Mass., the 
son of an Irish mother and 
an Italian - laborer father. 
Christened Augustine 
Anthony Mandino, he 
shortened his first name to

For the period of four (4) months 
from the adoption of this Ordinance, 
no land-use, building, or other 
permits for the conversion of 
existing residential apartments to 
condominiums, townhouses, 
cooperative apartments, or other 
similar type of ‘‘hybrid’’ ownership 
which combines elements: of both 
individual and joint ownership of 
lands, buildings, structures and/or 
open-space, shall be issued by the 
City. ; 

SECTION 4. URGENCY AND 
TAKING EFFECT. 

This Ordinance is an urgency 
ordinance and is for the immediate 
preservation of the public peace, 
health and weitare. The facts 
constituting the urgency are those 
set forth in the findings above - 
mentioned. The City recognizes that 
it will take substantial time for the 
Planning Commission and the City 
Council to study and consider all of 
the facets required to be studied, 
and to prepare, hold hearings on, 
and consider the adoption of 
comprehensive planning and land- 
use regulations for the conversion 
of existing apartments. 

The Council finds that it would be 
destructive to the proposed 
regulation if during the period that 
they were being studied subject to 
public hearing, parties seeking to 
evade the operation of these 
regulations in the form they may be 
adopted should be permitted to 
enter into a course of action which 
might progress so far as to defeat in 
whole or in part the ultimate 
objective of these regulations. 

This Ordinance, therefore, is 
adopted under the provisions of 
Government Code Section 65858 and 
takes effect immediately and, in 
accordance with Section 65858 of 
said Code, is of no further force and 
effect four (4) months from the date 
of its adoption, except as it may be 
extended as provided by Section 
65858. : 

SECTION 5. SEPARABILITY. 

The City Councl of the City of
